FIND A MYSTERY 
IN BOY'S FATE. 


Relatives Say Clarence Shedd 
‘Was Murdered, but Police 
Incline to Theory. 
of Suicide. 


HIS BODY FOUND IN PARK. 


Parents Supposed That the Youth 
Was on His Way to Minne- 
sota to Re-enter Mili- 
tary School. 


HAND GRASPS A REVOLVER. 


While the police incline to a suicide the- 
fry, relatives and friends of young Clar- 
fence A. Shedd declare that he was mur- 
dered and robbed. Both police and rela- 
tives admit that the death of the youth 
is clouded in mystery. No substantial rea- 
son can be advanced for suicide, while cer- 
tain circumstances fail to harmonize with 
the murder theory. 

Young Shedd, who was the son of Will- 
lam J. Shedd, 4088 Vincennes avenue, was 
found dead in Washington Park shortly aft- 
er 7 o’clock yesterday morning, with a bul- 
let wound in his right temple. His righ 
hand clutched a revolver, which rested 
_ breast. There were no signs of a strug- 
gle. 

The boy, who was 18 years old, was sup- 
posed by his parents to be on his way to Fari- 
bault, Minn., where he was to re- 
enter the Shattuck Military Academy. He 
had been home on a short Christmas vaca- 
tion. Leaving the house of his parents at 
8:30 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon, he went 
to the Union Station, and there checked his 
suit case. That is his last known action. 

The theory deemed most tenable by the 
police is that the boy was swindled out 
of what money he had, about $14.50, and 
was relieved of a check for $250, which had 
been given him to defray his school ex- 
penses. Fearing to tell his parents of his 
_ the police suggest, the boy took his awn 

e. 


Carried Pistol for Footpads. 

In answer to the police theory the parents 
say that the boy was not of a disposition that 
would permit of such an act. It is declared 
that he carried a revolver to protect himself 
from footpads and that he had often said 
he would resist an attempt to rob him. 

The facts that there were no evidences of 
a struggle and that the body was found in 
Washington Park, seven miles or more from 
_the Union station, are put forth by the police 
‘fn su of their contention that death was 
self-inflicted. They see no reason why the 
boy should have been in Washington Park 
except by his own volition. 

If he went there of his own accord, they 
say, he made the trip for a purpose. That 
purpose, according to the theory, was sui- 
cide. 

The boy apparently was in good spirits 
when he left the house of his parents. He 
boarded a South Side Elevated train at 
Fortieth street and went to the Union Sta- 


| tion, there checking his suit case, his trunk 


having been previously sent to the station. 
He’ had in his possession $14.50 in cash and 
a draft for $250, made payable to Professor 
Dobin of the military academy. 

When his body was found the money, the 
check, and his watch were missing. The re- 
volver found in his hand belonged to his 
father. | 

Finding of the Body. 

The body of young Shedd was found in 
Washington park, about 200 yards west of 
Cottage Grove avenue, opposite Fifty-fifth 
street, by F. J. Mason, 4055 Prairie avenue, 
and Constable H. C. Lanheimer of Justice 
Everett's court. They at once notified the 
South Park police, who in turn notified the 
police at the Hyde Park station, and De- 
tectives Ryan and Nolan went at once tothe 
scene. They found the young man lying upon 
his back, with a revolver held in his right 
hand. 

Two chambers of the revolver were empty 
and every cartridge had been snapped. The 
boy’s mackintosh, coat,” and vest were 
tightly buttoned, and his necktie was prop- 
erly arranged, indicating that no struggle 
had taken place. In his pockets w found 
a check for his suit case and trunk. 

The body was taken to Rolston’s under- 
taking-rooms, on Lake avenue, where an in- 
quest was held in the afternoon by Deputy 
Coroner Bach. The men who found the body 
and the boy’s father were examined, and the 
‘decision of the jury was deferred until next 
Wednesday. 

A post-mortem examination was held by 
Dr. Springer to ascertain whether the bullet 
in the boy’s brain was of the same caliber 
as the revolver found in his hand. Dr. 
Springer will report the result of his exam- 
ination to the Coroner’s jury on Wednes- 
day. 

. Father Called to City. 

Mr. Shedd, who is the general superin- 
tendent of the Knickerbocker Ice company, 
was called home from Oconomowoc, Wis., 
and arrived in the afternoon. He testified at 
the inquest that he had last seen his son 
on Sunday evening, when he gave him a 
check for $15 to defray his incidental ex- 
penses, and a draft for $250, payable to the 
treasurer of the Shattuck Military Academy. 

The boy was in good spirits at the prospect 
of going back to school, and gave no intima- 
tion that he was in trouble of any kind or 
that he contemplated suicide. He expected 
to leave the academy at the end of the school 
year and go into business with his father. 

“My son was not the kind of a boy to 
kill himself,”’ said the father. ‘‘ He was too 
jovial and light-hearted. If he killed himseif 
it was because of something which happened 
after he left home on Tuesday. I had often

This causes 
me to believe that he would not shoot him- 
self even if he did lose his money and check. 
I don’t believe he shot himself and will not 
believe it until the police prove it to me.”

A letter received by Miss Jessie Cameron, 
6829 Prairie avenue, yesterday morning, was 
written only a few hours before young 
Shedd left home to go to the train, and shows 
no trace of melancholy or unhappiness. This 
is the letter:

House Amendment te the Army Bill 
Prohibiting the Sale of Intoxicating 
Liquors at Military Quarters Under 
the Jurisdiction of the United States 
~Action Is Final Uniess the Senate 
Reverses Its Sentiment. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.}—In 
spite of the almost unanimous testimony of 


the canteen or post exchange is in the 
interest of real temperance, the Senate today, 


by the unexpected vote of 34 to 15, agreed to 


the House amendment totally abolishing the 
sale of liquors in the army. 

The action taken by the Senate today is al- 
most final. There is a bare possibility of a re- 
vulsion of sentiment in the Senate which 
would permit of another vote, entirely elim- 
inating the House amendment. This would 
throw the matter into conference, where 
the whole subject could be adjusted with- 
out difficulty, but unless the Senate here- 
after reverses itself and rejects the House 
amendment, that amendment must stand, for 
the House has no opportunity to reconsid- 
er its own action unless there is a disagree- 
ment on that particular section and para- 
graph. The vote in the Senate was so over- 
whelming against the canteen that when 
the section comes up for final action it is 
likely to remain in the bill. 


Senate Vote in Detail. 


The vote by which the Senate agreed to 
stand by the House amendment was as fol-

The effect of the vote is to restore to the 
bill the House provision abolishing the army 
canteen so far as the sale of any kind of in- 
toxicants is concerned. As the section now 
stands in the bill it reads as follows: 

“The sale or dealing in beer, wine, or any 
intoxicating liquors by any person in any 
post exchange or canteen or army trans- 
port, or upon any premises used for military 
purposes by the United States, is hereby pro- 
hibited. The Secretary of War is hereby di- 
rected to carry the provisions of this section 
into full force and effect.”’ 


First a Piece of Buncombe. 

When this amendment was first adopted 
by the House before the holidays the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance union was hold- 
ing its annual convention here in Wash- 
ington. The members of the House them- 
selves admitted that their action was a 
piece of political buncombe and they ex- 
pressed the belief and even the wish that 
the Senate would disagree poh this amend- 
ment so. that.the master could be, quietly, 
adjusted in conference without the neces 
sity ofa record vote. 

When the matter actually came up in the 
Senate a curious situation was developed. 
One Senator after another explained pri- 
vately that he believed the.canteen or post 
exchange undoubtedly benefited the army. 
The testimony of all the officers was that 
the post exchange, which supplied the men 
only with beer, and even that in limited 
quantities, had the effect of driving out the 
numerous and dangerous rum-selling dives 
which otherwise invariably fringed all mili- 
tary reservations. 


Moved by Public Sentiment. 

‘a majority of Senators almost admitted 
that they accepted this evidence at its face 
value and personally believed in the ex- 
change. But they found during the recent 
campaign and even during their visits home 
during the holidays so strong a sentiment in | 
favor of the abolition of the canteen that 
they could not afford to ignore it. These 
Senators said this sentiment was crytallizeM 
more along the line that the United States 
government had no business to participate 
in or permit the sale of liquors in any form 
on territory over which it had exclusive con- 
trol. 

On this basis the Senators voted to wipe 
out the canteen, although they believed it 
much the lesser evil, and although they felt 
that its abolition would surely drive the 
soldiers to the grog shops outside the mil- 
itary reservations, where they would be 
given drinks of the vilest character as long 
as they had a cent of money or credit re- 
maining. 

Senators have been receiving for the last 
two or three weeks hundreds of letters from 
prominent people of their States all express- 
ing opposition to the canteen. Nothing has 
come on the other side of the question. | 


“It is the best piece’of news we have had 
for some time,” said Mrs. L. M. N. Stevens, 
National President of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance union at Evanston last 
night. “‘ Wherever I have been through the 
country I have found great interest in it. 
The success of the measure and the people 
at large, I beliove, will rejoice at the Senate 
action.” 

“It will be a great credit to this admin- 
istration to make this bill a law,’’ said Miss 
Anna Gordon. “I am sure the President 
will be glad to sign it if it finally reaches 
him.”

LIGHT ON YELLOW FEVER, 


NOW ASSERTED THE PLAGUE Is 


@lares the Pest Is Conmveyed by 
Mesquite Bites Alone and That Per- 
sons May Wear Infected Clothing or 


Sleep in Infected Beds with Im-| 


punity New Theory Proved by 


HAVANA, Jan. 9.—The American commis- 
sion, under the superintendence of Dr. Reed, 
which has been making examinations at 
Quemados as to the propagation of the yel- 
low fever germs by the mosquito, has ob- 
tained extremely satisfactory results. 

Dr. Reed says the experiments show, be- 
yond a doubt, that there is no contagion from 
an infected person or from infected cloth- 
ing, but that the mosquitoes alone are re- 
sponsible for the spread of the disease. 

In the course of the commission's investi-. 
gations six non-immune persons were in- 
fected direct by the bite of mosquitoes which 
had previously bitten yellow fever patients, 
and hve of these developed yellow fever. 


“Two Effective Tests. 

The last experiment made proved conclu- 
sively, Dr. Reed contends, the theory of 
propagation by mosquitoes. A special build- 
ing was constructed of disinfected material, 
and one of the rooms divided’ into two sec- 
tions by a wire mosquito screen. 

In one section were placed disinfected bed- 
ding and clothing and in the other bedding 
and clothing from the yellow fever hospital 
which had not been disinfected. Two non- 
immunes occupied the two sections. 

In the former were put several infected 
mosquitoes. The patient remained in this 
room only long enough to be bitten, and in 
four days a pronounced case of yellow fever 
developed. The patient is now convalescent. 


Safe in Infected Beds. 

The other subject slept in the infected 
bedding for many nights and has not con- 
tracted the fever. ‘ 

Both patients have been sleeping for twen- 
ty nights in garments worn by yellow fever 
victims and in bedding from the yellow fever 
hospital. 

Dr. Reed says they are growing fat, and 
that, in no instance in the course of the 
commission's investigations, has a case of 
yellow fever developed from exposure to in- 
fected bedding or clothing.

‘WIDESPREAD IN EFFECT. 


Chicago's first severe winter storm arrived 
yesterday and all afternoon and evening high 
winds swept snow and sleet through the 
streets. A high temperature was all that 
saved the transportation lines and telegraph 
companies from seriotis delays and loss. In 
the residerice districts the city attained in 
a few houses yesterday the consummation of 
Spotiessness which the Art commission 
prophesied for the century of the millennium. 
The streets shone forth pure and clean; sooty 
surfaces were no more; unsightly angulari- 
ties, offensive to British visitors, became 
rounded into beautiful curves, and the ele- 
vated structures took on artistic adornment. 
The first twentieth century snow had fallen. 
Later it turned to‘ sleet and rain, which left 
the pavements ankle deep in slush and 
city filthier than ever. ' 


Three Inches of Snow. 

Three inches of snow fell, beginning in 
flurries ‘at 1:37 p. m., and rapidly merging 
into a driving storm, which changed to sleet 
shortly after 5 o’clock. According to the 
Weather bureau the sleet, became rain at 
7 o'clock and continued untfl after midnight. 
During the snowfall the city became prema- 
turely dark and pedestrians made their way 
about with difficulty. The snow drifted so 
rapidly that several times the cable and 
electric street car lines were blocked till the 
street could be cleared. Every transporta- 
tion company used all the scrapers and 
brooms obtainable, while extra forces of men 
‘were set at work to keep the tracks passable. 
The city will begin today the work of re- 
moving the snow from the streets. 


Car in a Drift. 

In spite of ‘the precautions many delays 
were suffered by passengers on the North 
and West Side cable lines and on the Evans- 
ton electric road. On the latter line cars 
were blocked from 5 to 5:30 o'clock by the 
snow drifts which had accumulated in the 
prairie stretches north of Edgewater. One 
car loaded with passengers was stuck in a 
drift till the sweepers arrived and extricated 
it. Meanwhile the passengers had alighted 
and made an ineffectual attempt to move the 
car by hand. The blockades on the North 
and West Side lines were frequent but of 
short duration. Mail trains were from fif- 
teen minutes to an hour andahailflate. — 

A delay of the Lake Street and North- 
western Elevated roads occurred at 7 o’clock 
on aceount of an accumulation of snow on the 
crossing at Fifth avenue and Randolph 
street. Many wagons which broke down on 
the slippery pavements or were otherwise 
disabled in the car tracks were responsible 
for many delays. Sidewalks were slippery, 
and slight injuries from falls were numerous. 

The fact that a warmer rain followed the 
snow last night in Chicago was all that 
prevented interference with communication 
by telegraph and telephone. Farther west 
the wet snow and rain froze to the wires and 
the Postal Telegraph company found con- 
siderable delay. 

Joseph Kennedy, 11 Waverly place, threw 
a snowball last night at a friend and struck 
T. M. Smalley, 395 Jackson boulevard. 
Smalley was taken unconscious to the 
County Hogpital, where he revived. He re-

Develops in Texas. 

The storm which visited Chicago came 
from Abilene, Tex., and is what is known 
to meterological experts as a fast moving 
storm. It reached Springfield, Ill., yester- 
day morning in less than twelve hours. It 
was a storm of unusual extent, covering the 
entire area of the Mississippi valley and 
reaching east almost to the New England 
States. The wind, which continued all day 
with great vigor, is expected to change to 
the northwest today. 

The weather forecast for today. indicates 
continued rain or snow, followed by fair 
weather on Friday, and a fall of eight or 
ten degrees in the temperature by tonight. 


Snow-Storm Is Widespread. 


snow-storm this winter is raging here to- 
night. Three inches of snow has fallen anda 
heavy north wind is raging. Trains on all 
roads are several hours late.

March 4 next, and expires by limitation with 
the conclusion of the 84 day of March, 1903. 
That, which is the Fifty-seventh Congress, 
of course, has a membership of 357. The 
Congress to be chosen under the new ap- 
portionment of 386 will be elected in Novem- 
ber, 1002, and although the term of office will 
begin on March 4, 1908, the meeting will be 
in December following. 
It is believed the Senate will undoubtedly 
pass the apportionment bill providing for 
886 members of the House, inasmuch as that 
vents any loss of representation 
ngle State, and.thus there is scarce- 
ly any bev. al for a combination against it.

Sothern’s Hamlet for London. 

Edward H. Sothern will take his produc- 
tion of “ Hamiet’’ to London in the early 
spring. For a week past he has been con- 
sidering the offers of two different London 
managers and yesterday he said he was 
ready to accept one of them. Who the per- 
sonages were who made the propositions the 
actor said he was unwilling as yet to dis- 
close, but of the nature of the offers he spoke 
in detail. Both of them, he said, stipulated 
that he should bring his company and scen- 
efy complete, but one manager desired to pay 
him a fixed amount and a percentage of 
profits and to pay the salaries of the sup- 
porting players, while the other desired him 
to remain, as at, present, his own manager, 
paying his own company and sharing receipts 
with the theater. The latter offer, apparent- 
ly was the one to which he leaned. Indica- 
tions also were that Daniel Frohman, whose 
advice Mr. Sothern is apt to heed; favored 

ern con es ** starred "’ 

Mr. Frohnian, tho he produces his own 
plays and has @ large measure of independ- 
ence. That his favorite player should ac- 
cept a salary and a percentage from an Eng- 
lish manager naturally would not be a pro- 
posal upon which the New York manager 
would look kindly. On the other hand, Mr. 
Sothern appeared to recognize that there was 
more risk in the second offer. 

The actor never has played in London, 
though his father made the Sothern name a 
familiar one in that city. But for a chance 
which the usually astute Charles Frohman 
overlooked he would have made an appear- 
ance there in ‘‘ The Prisoner of Zenda.”’ 
George Alexander had the English rights 
to the dramatization of Mr. Hope’s novel, but 
did not think much of the play prior to Mr. 
Sothern’s American success. Before that 
success had reached its after proportions 
Charles Frohman visited London, and to him 
Mr. Alexander offered to sell the English 
rights for a small amount, some $2,500. Not 
wanting the play himself and seemingly not 
thinking of how badly his brother might de- 
sire the English rights, Mr. Frohman did 
not make the purchase. Mr. Alexander later 
produced the play at the St. James’ Theater 
on the strength of its American favor and 
made much money. Mr. Sothern did not 
grudge him the profit, but the loss of the 
opportunity of making a London début in the 
romantic play he felt keenly. 

+“ Hamlet’ will be the only play he will 
use while abroad. By present plan his tour 
in this country will end in Philadelphia on 
March 6 and he will sail immediately, open- 
ing in- London before April 1 and playing 
there a@ long as:prosperous business gives 
the excuse. 

. Both English managers desired that he 
should close his American season in mid- 
winter, but this he could not do, not so much 
from unwillingness on his part as by the 
fact he was bound to the theatrical syndi- 
‘cate by contracts he could not break. 

Edna May in New York. 

The telegraphic report of Edna May’s en- 
trance into New' York in ‘‘The Girl from 
Up There ” on Monday night did not disclose 
any enthusiasm for the former star of “ The 
Belle of New York."’ Nor did the newspa- 
pers which arrived yesterday put a warmer 
shade on the greeting. The general attitude 
of the reviewers was one of eminent discre- 
tion. Evidently not caring to praise Mr. 
Frohman’s néwly-acquired musical star they 
with one exception contented themselves 
with a near approach to silence concerning 
her.

The World, more outspoken, preceded its 
comment with the headline, ‘‘ Virginia Earl 
Wins Honors Over Edna May.” A subhead 


was “ Opera Is a Disappointment.” The re- 


view itself'said: Once more has a manager 
proposed; again has an audience disposed. 
Edna May was to have been the star of the 
musical piece, but Virginia Eari carried off 
the honors.

Drainage Board Accepts Citi- 
zens’ Snggestion of a 
Commission. 


IT NAMES FIVE MEN. 

Will Evolve Plan for Widening | $2 

Channel, Removing Piers, 
and Lowering Tunnels. 


AGAINST IT. 


At its meeting yesterday the Drainage 
board accepted the suggestion of the Citizens’ 
committee that a commission of experts be 
appointed to evolve a plan for river improve- 
ment. 
The commission was appointed and the 
problems that it will be called upon to solve 
are: The removal of center pier bridges, 
widening of the channel of the river in order 
to secure the necessary legal flow of water, 
establishment of dock Mnes, and the lowering 
of the tunnels. 
The appointment of this commission, rhe is 
hoped, ends. the long and bitter fight be- 
tween the various elements concerned in the 
river improvement. The interests involved 
in this work are the Sanitary board, the City 
of Chicago, the State, and the national gov- 
ernment.

Braden Opposes It. | 

The action of the trustees was a fore- 
gone conclusion and was practically decid- 
ed upon before the meeting was called to 
order. It came up for consideration in a re- 
‘part of President Alexander J. Jones, which 
embodied the finding of the Citizens’ com- 
mittee, and was immediately, on mo- 
tion of Trustee Joseph Braden, ordered to the 
Engineering committee for consideration. 
After the routine business of.the meeting 
had been accomplished the Engineering com- 
mittee went into executive session to dis- 
cuss the report and debated for three hours 
before it adopted the report and named the 
commission. This it did in the form of a 
lution, which was accepted, all members 
tee Webb, who fs in New York. 

“T had two reasons for objecting,” said 
‘Trustee Braden. “ The personnel of that 
commission is distasteful to me. To be more 
particular, there is one man on there whom 
I do not want there. Besides, I doubt the 
advisability of appointing such a commis- 
sion anyway, and we have our plans all 
mature and the result of long and hard 
work. It is an able commission, however.” 


Scope of Commission’s Work. 

The resolution, which is the most con- 
cise statement of the problem facing the 
board yet drawn, reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees hereby ap- 
point Judge Orrin N. Carter, John P. Wilson, A. 
B. Powell, L. E. Cooley, and L. P. Friestedt as 
a commission of experts to consider what imprave- 
ments or changes should be made in the plans of 
the Sanitary District for the improvement of the 
Chicago River to allow the necessary flow of 
water with the least possible intereference to 
present future needs of the Sani- 
tary District for furnishing the maximum 
flow of water under the Sanitary District 
act, including the volume to be furnished by the 
Thirty-ninth street conduit, including the removal) 
of center pier bridges, building bascule bridges, 
widening the river, building bypasses, establish- 
ment of dock lines, and lowering the tunnels in 
the Chicago River. The commission hereby ap- 
pointed is directed to also fully consider these 
points from‘a legal and financial standpoint, and 
make compréhensive report on or before March 1, 
1901, to the board covering all of the above mat- 
ters and presenting a complete plan for all of 
the improvements mentioned. 

All members of this commission are to re- 
ceive remuneration, but the amount has not 
been indefinitely decided upon. Judge Carter 
declined to accept any pay for his services, 
saying he was already in the public employ 
and did not feel justified in accepting any 
further remuneration. It is thought some of 
the others appointed will take a similar 
course. 

The Drainage board has taken under ad- 
visement the dispute pending between the 
board’s engineer, Mr. Randolph, and City 
Engineer Erickson, concerning the latter's 
plans for the reconstruction of the intakes of 
the St. Lawrence avenue and the Thirty- 


ninth street sewers.

Cold Snap Would End It—Many ‘dases 
Reported as Diphtheria or Seariet 
Fever Turn Out te Be Influensa — 
Crowded Street Cars Spread the Con; 
tagion—Two New Cases of Smallpox 
Reported — Mayor and His Family 

Vaecinated. 


An epidemic of grip bas 
and the continual changes in the weather 
are aiding it in its course. New cases are 
reported daily. Many of the cases reported 

to the Health department as diphtheria, 
scariet fever, and similar afflictions are found 


} on investigation to be influenza. Among the 


germ specimens sent,to Dr. Wynekoop of the. 
Health department ; grip germs are found 
almost invariably.

HARMSWORTH’S “TABLOIDS.” 

Mr. Harmsworth, both in his interviews 
and in his Nérth American article, has set 
forth what he conceives will be the general 
appearance of bis twentieth century simul- 


the dimensions of the ordinary magazine 
in size of pages, but smaller in bulk, contain- 
ing not less than thirty-two pages. It is to 
be neatly indexed, probably without edi- 
totials, and the news condensed into the 
smailest possible space. Thie in brief is 
Mr. Harmsworth’s “tabloid ” journalism. 
Mr. Harmsworth’s reason for believing 
that this will be the next phase of journal- 
istic evolution is that “ prolixity is the curse 
of the present newspaper.” In this busy 
age, when men are working at high pressure, 
they have not time to wade through a col- 
umn of verbose matter in search of a news 
item, he says, and; further, “ the twentieth 
century will be a time saver. Brevity will 
be its motto in journalism.” As to the size 
of his “tabloid” journal, k appears con- 
yenient, but that it is not the size people 
wish is evident from the fact that papers 
are not printed in that form. As to con- 
venience, is it any less trouble to turn over 
thirty-two pages in quest of news than it 
ie eight or sixteen. pages? While people 
| do. ‘not wish the old-fashioned broadside 
they do wish a sheet of reasonable size, in 
which the most important news is spread 
' before the eye on a single page. From the 
full: page of. ordinary size every one can 
select what he specially wishes to read, just 
as one selects from a bill of fare the dish he 
‘qmost relishes, whereas in turning over the 
‘pumerous pages of the Harmsworth sheet, 
in which reading matter and advertisements

 YOWA AMENDMENT HELD VOID. 

Judge Dewey of the Iowa Circuit Court 
has handed down a decision which, if sus- 
tained by the State Supreme Court, will cut 
the Gordian knot into which the political 
affairs of Iowa had become entangled. 
The case is one’ in which a newly elected 
County Attorney sued to get possession of 
his office, which his predecessor refused to 
surrender by virtue of the constitutional 
amendment adopted at the recent election. 
The amendment had the laudable object of 


changing the dates of State and county | 


elections 60 ae to correspond with those of 
Congressional years, but a clerical error in 
it inadvertently extended the terms of the 
present incumbents over the extra year and 
barred out the newly elected officers alto- 
gether. The mistake affected every office- 
holder in the State and threatened a serious 
muddle. | 

Judge Dewey’s decision cures one error 
by discovering another. It declares the 
whole amendment to be void because of an 
irregularity in ite adoption. ‘The conetitu- 
tion of Iowa, providing for its own amend- 
ment, says that any proposed amendment 
shall be “ entered upon the journals ” of the 
Legislature. It so happens that the Titus 
amendment was entered in the journal of 
the lower branch of the Legislature by its 
title only. Judge Dewey has looked into 
the precedents and found ample authority 
for declaring that this ie not sufficient, and 
that when the constitution says an amend-. 
ment shall be “ entered upon the journals ” 
it means that the measure shall be entered 
at length. Because this was not done, the 
Titus amendment was not legally adopted 
and is néw no part of the constitution of 
lowa. 

' This will clear the atmosphere of 
Iowa if the decision is suagjained by the 
higher court, as seems probable. It will 
bring joy to the men elected to office last 
year who were in danger of being left out 
in the cold, and will dash the hopes of the 
present incumbents, who were expecting a 
windfall in the shape of an extra year in 
office. If the Iowans. wish to save the 
trouble and expense of elections in inter- 
vening years they must do their work all 
over again, and see that the constitutional 
amendment is rightly worded and. properly 
entered upon the House. journal the next 
time, Strict observance. by lawmakers of 
constitutional directions, will benefit the 
courts and the people greatly, 


THE TWENTIETH CENTURY HOUSE. 

The reapportionment bill which the House 
passed on Tuesday is not ideally ‘perfect, 
but it is probably as near an approach 
to equity and substantial justice as could 
be reached unfler the circumstances. The- 
oretically the, allotment of 
among: the States in proportion to their 
population should be. @ question of pure 
mathematics, but when.the work has to be 
done sentiment and practical politics clash 
with theory. 

The sentimental phase of the question is 
illustrated by the example of Maine. That 
State had eight Representatives once. It 
has four now. Under the Hopkins bill 
it would haye had but three. It is only 
natural that there should be considerable 
objection to decreasing the representation 
of a State which has sent to Congress so 
many men of marked, ability. 

Maine was not the only State which 
would have suffered from the mathematical 
exigencies of the Hopkins bill. Ohio and 
Indiana would have lost a member each. 
So would Nebraska and several other small 
States. Inevitably the members from these 
States combined with those which will have 
large gains under the Burleigh bill. This 
made a ¢ombination strong enough to over- 
rule all arguments as to the inadvisability 
of increasing the membership. A majority 
of the Illinois members naturally voted for 
a measure which gives the State three addi- 
tional Representatives. Presumably a ma- 
jority of the members from New York, 
Pennsylvania, Texas, and New Jersey voted 
for the Burleigh bill because it gave them 
what the Hopkins bill denied them. : 

No doubt exact proportionate equality of 
representation will not be secured by the 
Burleigh. bill. It is defective in some re- 
spects, .But no apportionment which can 
be framed under the present system of rep- 
resenting States differing greatly in popu- 
lation will be absolutely fair, even when 
made ona purely mathematical basis. There 
will inevitably be ‘embarrassing questions 
growing ont of the distribution of mem- 
bers for fractious of ratios. ‘There will 
always be complaints that two or more 
States are each given a member more than 
they are fairly entitled to. - .

In such’ broad atid sweeping strokes as 
these Owen Wister (Beacon Biographies, 
Small, Maynard & Co.) has drawn an outline 
sketeh of the great commander which can- 
not fail te compel attention and attract 
wide interest.

The completion in 1900 of Indiana’s first 
century as a Territory and State affords a 
convenient resting place for the selections. 
which are arranged alphabetically, with 
useful biographical notices. What wil) be 
chiefly noticed is an absence of verses repre- 
senting the pioneer life in which the com- 
inonweath was conceived. Rude these may 
have been in the mouths of the hardy set- 
tlers of this region, but they should find 
some mention in any book which purposes 
setting forth the evolution of Indiana litera- 
ture. The usual disproportions, more clear- 
ly seen by the critic at a distance than by the 
compiler on the ground, are apparent—James 
Whitcomb Riley, for example, being equaled 
in amount of space by several other poets 
who are almost unknown outaide of the State. 
Lee O. Harris’ most vigorous and beautiful 
poem, that on the rosebush, is omitted, and, 
strange to say, there is nothing whatever 
from the pen of Edward Eggleston, though 
he was the original proponent of the Hoosier 
dialect in verse. 

The extent of the work ts best told by say- 
ing that it contains 305 poems from the 
writings of 146 persons, of whom fifty-four 
are women. The book is embellished by 
fourteen portraits of representative poets.

uently never figured in the pages of the 
manach de Gotha. By this marriage Arch- 
duke Ernest had a family of three children— 
namely: a son and two daughters. He died 
suddenly of aneuriem of the heart while 
out shooting, and as no will could be found 


his brothers, Archdukes Reiner and Leopold, 
and to other of his imperial relatives, his 
three children being left virtually penniless. 

This Uisposition of his property was made 
by virtue of what is known as the family 
statutes of the imperial house of Hapsburg, 
which do not recognize the right of the is- 
sue of a morganatic @''!anre to any share of 
their father’s property, and which, of course, 
show even still less consideration to the off- 
spring of a morganatiec alliance that has not 
soneres the sanction of the head of the 
family. 


Now the marriage of Archduke Ernest was 
eelebrated in Hungary, where the law does 
not any distinction between mer- 

matic marriages and ordinary marriages. 

t is to say, providing the marriage is 
contracted in accordance with the require- 
ents of Hungarian law, the wife is held to 
come thereby entitled to share her hus- 
band’s rank and no matter what 
her birth vor ant nts may have been, 
while her children inherit her rights and are 
laced on identically the same footing as the 
fegitimate offspring of a marriage between 
equals. 


Moreover, there is a law in Hungary which 
provides that in cases where a man dies

Archduke Reiner and the imperial family 
deny this contention and refuse to make any 
surrender of the property. Indeed, they have 
even gone so far as to stop the small allow- 
ance which they had been giving the chil- 
dren of Archduke Ernest to preserve thei 
from starving, and as an act of charity 
rather than because they thought they ha 
any claims upon their bounty, 

The entire affair hus now come before the 
courts at Pesth, and it by no means follows 
that the imperial family will win the sult. 
Indeed, defeat stares it in the face in the 
event of the case being decided upon its 
purely legal merits. For, as poirited out tn 
the Hungarian Parliament during the debate 
on the subject of the morganatic marriage 
in Austria of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
Hungarian laws are restricted to those which 
figure on the national code, and the so-called 
family statutes of the imperial house of 
Hapsburg—statutes which for the greater 
part are secret—can have no legal value any- 
where in the Kingdom of Hungary so long , 
as they are not incorporated separately and 
publicly in the national code of the Kingdom 
of Hungary after having been passed upon

Yet another peer Has been deprived by 
bankruptcy of the exercise of his rights as 
a hereditary legislator in the Upper Cham- 
ber of the British Parliament.

DIRECTORS 
WOULD AMEND WAREHOUSE ACT. 


oF TRADE 


Draft of a Proposed Change in tie 
State Law Providing that Owners of 
Public Bins Shall Not Be Allowed to 
Stere Therein Any Cereals Which 
Belong to Themselves—Sentence to 
Jail Is Provided for Violations — 


If the directors of the Board of Trade have 
their way with the Illinois General Assembly 
the public warehouseman who stores grain 
owned by himself in his own public elevator 
or grain owned by any one connected in any 
manner with any corporation owning or 
leasing such elevator will have to go to jail 
for six to twelve months if convicted. 

At a meeting of the directors a bill was 
presented by the Warehouse committee and 
recommended to the Legislature for passage 
by a nearly unanimous vote, which is aimed 
to prevent public warehousemen from mix- 
ing grain or dealing in grain for themselves. 

The measure proposes that section 6 of the 
act now in force be amended, as follows: 

It shall be the duty of every warehouseman of 
class A to reteive for storage any grain that may 
tendered «him in the manntr in whieh 

are accustomed to receive the same in 
the ordinary and usual course of business, not 
making any discrimination between persons desir- 
ing to avail themselves of warehouse facilities, 
such grain in all cases to be inspected and graded 
by a duly authorized inspector and to be stored 
with grain of a similar grade received at the same 
~- as near as may be. 

m no case shall grain of different es be 
mixed together while in store; but if Scrat or 
consignee so requests, and the warehouseman con- 
sents thereto, his grain of the same grads may be 
kept in a bin. by itself, apart from that of other 
owners, which bin shall thereupon be marked and 
known as a ‘‘ separate bin.”’ If a warehouse re- 
ceipt be iseued for grain so kept separate it shal! 
state on its face that it is a separate bin and shall 
state the number of such bin, and no grain shall 
be delivered from such warehouse unless it be in- 
spected on the delivery thereof by a duly authorizsd 
inspector of grain. Nothing in this. section shal! 
be so construed as to require the receipt of grain 
into any warehouse in which thers is not sufficient 
room to accommodate or store it properly, or in 
cases where such warehouse is necessarily closed, 

Any owner, proprietor, or lessee of a public ware- 
house of class A who shall store in such warehouse 
any grain owned by him or in which he shall have 
any pecuniary interest, or any stockholder, director, 
officer, superintendent, manager, or agent of a 
corporation which is the owner, lessee, or proprie- 
tor of a public warshouse of class A, who shall 
knowingly store or participate or assist in storing 
in suéh warehouse or such corporation any grain 
owned by such corporation, or by any stockholder, 
director, officer, or manager of such corporation, 
or in which he, it, or they shall have any pecuniary 
interest, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be imprisoned in 
the County Jail not less than six months nor more 
than twelve months.

CATTLE MEN CRITICISE TANNER 


Disapprove Retiring Governor’s Recom- 
mendation'as to Amount of Remuner- 
ation for Condemned Animals. 


The part of Governor Tanner’s retiring 
message in reference to the amount of com- 
pensation to be awarded by the State to the 
owners of cattle slaughtered by order of 
the State Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers, In the effort to stamp out tuberculosis 
among the herds, does not meet with the 
approval of the majority of cattle owners in 
the northern part of the State. 

Members of the Milk Shippers’ association 
assert that the Governor has gone to the 
other extreme in the amount of remunera- 
tion to be awarded, after refusing to heed 
their appeals about the financial injury in- 
flicted upon them, by his rigid enforcement 
of the condemnatory act of the Legislature,

Many of the owners of slaughtered cattle 
still hold the vouchers awarding them a small 
percentage of the value of the animal killed 
which the State treasury is unable to pay. 
The constitutionality of the act also was 
questioned by the owners, who asserted that 
toe much power to condemn without hearing 
was vested in the Live Stock board. 

A Dill probably will be drafted by the

| and presented to the Legislature soon, ask- 
ing an amendment of the present law. Dr. 
John A. Robison, originator of the plan 
for @ State sanitarium for consumptives and 
a specialist on the disease, said:

The “ congested "’ conditions in mess pork 
for January delivery manifested themselves 
on the Board of Trade yesterday when that 
product sold at $15 a berrel, an advance of 
50 cents for the day. “ Shorts ’’ were wholly 
responsible for the price, bidding the market 
up in an endeavor to make purchases to cover 
previous sales. 

Ever since the. first of the month . this 
“short” interest has been nervous. The 
current delivery of fork was then $12.60, but 
the monthly statement of provision stocks 
made a bullish showing, and Joy Lest deliver- 
able on contracts has since run down to about’ 
8,000 barrels, a quantity inadequate, accord- 
ing to estimates made on ’change, to supply 
the requirements of the unlucky ** shorts.” 

The situation is complicated somewhat by 
the fact that traders are ‘“‘ short” to the 
packers, and thus it is largely within the 
province of the men who make mess pork 
to increase the supply or permit it to become 
even more depleted than at present through 
the natural effect of the consumptive de- 
mand. 

* By common consent beans go with pork, 
and it is a coincidence that the leguminous. 
vegetable is subject to a trade manipulation 
which bears many of the earmarks of a cor- 
ner. Prices: advanced two cents a bushel 
yesterday, making the market price on hand- 
picked $2.20. Since the scarcity became pro- 
nounced, and it was discovered the bulk of 
the available supply was locked up in qne 
Chicago warehouse, prices have gone stead- 
ily upward from about $1.50. In one day last 
month there was a bulge of 16 cents. 

Practically all the Northwestern States are 
barren of beans and there are said to be few 
left in Michigan, the big bean State in the 
West.

POINTS MADE BY ATTORNEYS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[{Special. }—The 
five Porto Rican cases were again brought 
up for argument in the Supreme Court today, 
eg introducing all the different phases of 

the expansion question. Coudert’ Jr. 
concluded -his argument in the De Lima and 
Downes cases, and was followed by Henry 
M. Ward in what are known as 


concerns s goods im- 
ported into Porto Rico from New York after 
July 26, 1808, when hostilities were ended 
and before May 1, 1900, when the Porto Rigen 
act went into operation. 

In this first Dooley case the levying of the 
duties was entirely during the military occu- 
pation, and was partly before and partly 
after the ratification of the treaty. In this 
case, of course, the action of the President 
alone is really at issue. It might be decided 
by the Supreme Court in this first Dooley 

case that the President was acting under 
this war power in fixing any tariff whatso- 
ever, and hence the importance of this case 
is minimized. 


Involves Leading Issue. 


In the second Dooley case, however, the 
duties were levied upon goods imported into 
Porto Rico from New York between May 1, 
1900, when the Porto Rican act went into ef- 
fect, and Oct. 23 last. This case was present- 
ed elaborately by Mr. Ward because it in- 
volves the great question at issue as to the 
power of Congress to establish a tariff as be- 
tween the main land and any one of the new 
possessions of the United States. 

The greatest stress was, of course, laid 
upon the familiar eighth section of the first 
article of the constitutions which declares 
that while Congress shall have power to lay 
and collect duties, imposts and excises, they 


must be uniform throughout the United 


States. 
In the Armstrong Case, | 

Alphonso Hart appeared in behalf of Carlos 
Armstrong, who was a British subject en- 
gaged in business at Ponce, Porto Rico, be- 
tween Aug. 12, 1808, and Dec. 5, 1808. Arm- 
atrong imported goods from the Uniied 
States on which he was obliged to pay duty. 
In this first case, as in the first Dooley case, 
the duties were levied first by the proclama- 
tion of General Miles and then by the two 
orders of the President. 

The argument presented by Mr. Hart, 
which is to be followed by an argument of 
ex-Secretary Carlisle, takes the somewhat 
singular ground that the protocol of peace 
in some way ceded the island to the United 
States. It is doubtful if the Supreme Court 
would this theory, and hence the 
main reliance in the Armstrong case is upon 
the fact that some importations into Portu 
Rico were after the signing of the treaty 
of peace and before the operation of the 
Foraker law. 


Solicitor General’s Reply. 


Solicitor General Richards also continued 
his argument in reply to all these five Porto 
Rican cases, as well as in connection with 
the Crossman case, wherein the same prin- 
ciples are involved regarding the levying of 
duties'at San Francisco on goods imported 
from Hawaii after the annexation treaty was 
signed, but before the Territorial govern- 
ment bill, which abolished all duties, went 
into effect. 

The Solicitor General's argument followea 
with extreme closeness the brief which he 
filed some days ago and which was ab- 
stracted in Tue TRIBUN® at the time. He 
was subjected to a great many questions 
from the court regarding the definition which 
both he and the Attorney General make as } 
to the difference between the legislative and 
the constitutional definition of the United 
States.
